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Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -1 2 are allowed over prior art. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Although the 
combined prior art of Williams et al (US Pat. 6.226,289) who discloses dynamically 
routing calls through an intelligent network (AIN), wherein control messages are 
communicated when off-hook conditions are detected by a local exchange/switch as 
associated with a process to setup calls requested by caller/users as associated in a 
telephone environment, Kung et al (US PG PUB 2004/0228336) and Huang et al (US 
Pat. 6,836, 478) who discloses an internet telephony system wherein off-hook 
conditions are detected via off hook signals reported to call manager as associated with 
call setup process between residential gateway and the call manager, DeNap et al (US 
Pat. 6,490,273) who discloses ATM architecture wherein PSTN detects off-hook 
conditions and sends message ton PSTN gateway and as a result a session manager 
utilize messages to accommodate user's path request, and Hemmady (US Pat 

6,781 ,996) who discloses dynamically routing data in an ATM switch wherein call 
connections are provided with respect to user call request, wherein QoS data is utilized 
in the dynamic routing process, they fail to teach or suggest with respect to claim 1 , a 
service control point (SCP) coupled to an ATM for receiving connection request and for 
dynamically setting up a virtual circuit path from the ATM to the PSTN in response to 
the formatted connection requested data packet that is a resultant of an off hook 
indication, with respect to claim 7, detecting an off hook indication from an end user 
telephone and fomnatting a connection request data packet to a SCP through and ATM 
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in response to the off hook indication, wherein the SCP dynamically sets up a virtual 
circuit path from the ATM to a PSTN in response to off hook indication data packet.
